Commemoration eof Uhland’'s Birth-
day by Appreciative Germans,

Tuesday evening a grand celebration
of the one hundredth anniversary
of the birthof Ludwig Uhland, the
German poet  and patriot, was  hela
at Germama ball under the aus-
pices of the Omaha Turn-verein,
It was taken part in by the Wurtemberg
socioty, as also by a number of the lead-
ing German citizens, Mr., Louis Heim-
rod, president of the vervin, was the orn-
tor of the eveming. He spoke in German,
raviewing the poet's life from the time of
his birth Gl his death in 1802, LHe ﬁvnku
of hisstudy of law, his membership of the
Wurtemberg assombly, his professorship
of German in the Tubigen umversity, his
membership of the national nssombly at
Frankfort in 1548, His ballads were in-
teresting, but his Iyrical poems enriched
German literatuore with a new type, a
new wodel and made the poet  the head
of the well known Suabian school, He
was studionsly devoted to the sciences,
though this fact did not s0 mueh iotor-
fere with his poetieal productivity as did
his aetive an.'l_ia-.ip:nmn in polities aftor
1519, In this field he playod a conspien-
ous und nobte part, Mr, Heimrod dwelt
upon the life of the horo with the ardor
and devotion of 1 worstupper, and  de-
livered n speech more sloquent than any-
thing ho has thus far done in this nall.
Besides the comers in which all took
part, the hterary exercises consisted of
recitations in German, of seleetions from
Uhland, for two prizes, a silver and gold
medal, The first of these was won by
Professor tlemple, the second by Ernst
(3. Grube. T'he other reciters were Fritz
Brandes and A, Felhusen,

STOCK DISCRIMINATION.

The Nebraska Shippers' Association
and the Ratlroads,

At a recent moeting of the Live Stock
Shippers'  association of Nebraska, a
number of wellknown shippers spoke
upon the subjoct of diseriminations
which, in some instances, are being pruoes
ticed by the railroads to whe disadvan-
tage of South Omaha.  After the subject
had beon discussed to some length and a
number of instances mentioned in which
shippers had been unfairly treated by the
various railroads, a committee was ap-
pointed to inguire inte these discrimina-
tions and furnish n report for publiea-
tion, ‘I'ne committee appointed was 1,
Anderson, Jumes Danley, A, C, Virgin,
James Fo u_" and John Lansing, all rep-
resentative live stock shippers and re-
sponsible partics. All of theso gentlemon
are interested in the South Omalia market
and although some of “them may ocea-
stonally sell a load of hogs in Lincoln or
Nebraska City, they recognize South
Omaha as the only live stock market in
Nebraska.

As the members of this committee re-
gided in different portions of the state
they each agroed to turn in the com-
plaints which they bad to make to one
member, who should compile them and
sign thie names of the other commities-
men to the report, ‘U'his work devolyved
upon David Anderson, one of the oldest
shippers of live stock 1 the state, who
ships from Columbus, but residesin South
Omaha, Mr. Anderson faithfully took
down in wiiting the complaints made at
the meeting of the association, and others
prosented to nim by reputable shippers,
and embodied the same in a report de-
nounecing railroad diserimination. 7This
report was presented to the Bee for pub-
licaticn, but was crowded out at the
Inst minute by the press of other matter,
This report was made the subjectof what
was intended as a sensational article in
an evening paper, ‘The report was char-
